Ane really 1 am tor advifing the People to neither, It 
is true, it has been intimated, that if forme People were 
in Power, they would make all Things wear a new 
‘Face. I cannot tell but that it might be fo; but 1 do 
Mot think the People have either Right or Reafon to 
ree theſe People into Places ; mor do I think it expe- 
Gieat, becaufe the fame Ends may be attained an esfier, 
amore certain, and much fater Way: And the Confider- 
ation of this I look upon as a Matter of the greateft lm- 
portance ; and theretore in Rating ir, I prefume, I fhall 
tully anfwer the before-mention'd Queftion. 

In Time paft, 1 mean in Times edpecially fince the Re- 
formation, the two great Point: the People had in view 
were Civil and Religious Liberty. The great Queen Eli- 
zabeth had carried the Prerogative very high, without 
talking of it, and under pretence of doing all thinys for 
the People’s Service. ‘She did this chiefly in virtue of her 
Parfimony. For the common Peopie meafure the Worth 
of a Government by the Lighinefs of the Loads laid upon 
them. Her Succefflors, by their too great Indulgence to 
Favourites, put themfelves under a Neceflity of ftretching 
their Prerogative, and of avowing all their Aéts of Pow- 
er; which took from the People Hope, as well as their 
Money. If they compiain’d, they fuffer’d feverely in 
thofe Courts where they ought to have met with Prote- 
tion; and it was ealicr, in the Star-Chaméer, to efcape 
from a Perfecution for an evil A& committed, than for 
a rafh Expreffion, tho’ fpoken on the utmoft Provoca- 
tion. All who have read the Englifh Hiftory know that 
it was a Senfe of their Mifchiefs which enabled the Par- 
liament to carry on their War, with Succefs, ag⸗einſt the 
King; and that it was the extravagant Demands of Pow- 
er, made by King Fames TI. which loft him the Confi- 
dence of his Peopie. On the other hand, from the Re- 
formation to the Revolution, we were never free from 
religious Difcords. Queen Elizabeth hang’d Puritans; 
King ames wrote — them, and perfecuted them ; 
under King-Charles the Church was triumphant, and the 
Diffenters miferable; during the Interregnum, the Church 
was perfecuted; on the Reftoration, Churchmen peric- 
cuted in their Turns; fames Il. taught the Church and 
Diffenters to unite, by putting them both in danger. 
Now what can we fuppofe our Anceftors who liv’d in 
thofé Times would have defired more, than to fee them- 
{elves treed from the Rod of Prerogative, and Ecclefia- 
ftick Scourges? They were far from difliking the Con- 
ftitution, from contemning the Laws, or hating their 
Minifters ; arid they were much farther ftill from Impi- 
ety and Irreligion. We cannot therefore imagine, that 
they propoled any thing further to themfelves, than live- 
jag every Man under his own Vine, and under his own 
Fig-tree, with the happy Privilege of worfhipping God 
according to the Dictates of their Confciences, in Spirit 
and in Truth, the Way which he has declared to be ac- 
ceptable to him. 

Now this that our Forefathers hoped, we actually en- 
joy; and we not only owe it to ourtelves, and to our 
Pofterity, but we likewife owe it to the Caufe of Reli- 
gion, of Virtue and Liberty, to make a right Ufe of this 
Bleffing, and not to give injurious Senfés to Words facred 
in the Mouths of our Anceftors. I mult {peak plainiy 5 
we mutt cautioufly diftinguith between Liberty and Li- 
centioufacfs, a #rcedom from the arbitrary Power of 
Man and the fetting at nought the neceflary Authority 
of the Law. It was the former, for which our good 
old Patriots wilh’d, wrote, and warred: I will not fay 
the latter was the Object of their Hatred; becaufe I 
doubt whether ever it was the Object of their Thoughts. 
They were Men of too much Senile and Virtue, to fuipect 
that any of their Pofterity fhoul. be Beafts enough to mit- 
take favage Wilunefs for human Liberty. On the other 
hand, ‘we mutt conftantly diftingurfh between Religious 
Freedom, anid being free from «il Religion. ve muft

Yefterday arriv’d a French Mail with the Paris Letter 
of Saturday laft, which pretends to Advice from Peters- 
burgh that the Courtiers who were wttuch’d co the Pring 
cefs of Brunfwick are maffacre.i without Regard to their 
Quality or Condition, and that all who make che icaft 
Refiftahce are put to the Sword ; but this is fo cont ary 
to the Tenor of all the Advices by th: Dutch Mi'ls trom 
the North, that it deferves no more Credit than the iace 
Affertion of that Writer, that the lare Czar with his Pa- 
rents were alſo affuflinated. The Author concludes with 
his Opinion that the War in Italy will not be very hor, 
and that the Spaniards will feize the Queen of Hungary's 
Dominions in that Country with the fame Eafe «s the 
Elettor of Bavaria has mater'd thofe of Upper Aufltria, 
conlidering the few Troops the Queen has in the M la- 
nefe, Mantuan, and Parmieian, and that they are in luch 
a poor Plight that they are by no means able to with- 
ftand the Efforts of the Spaniards. 

Some Letters from Bohemia ſeem to infintate, that 
Couat Maurice of Saxony, the King of Poland’s Natural 
Son, was gone from the Army in hopes that by Fayour 
of the late Revolution in Ruſſia he may get poffeflion of 
the Duchy of Courland, whereof he hac been formerly 
elected Regent by the States of that Duchy. :
